shortly after it was announced 
that the Big Three foreign minis­ 
ters would confer Friday in the 
British capital. 
Although tnere was no word on 
what the Cabinet discussed, it was 
thought Tito might be considering 
sending a special representative to 
caress Yugoslavia’s viewpoint on 
Tne ministers. Tito previously had 
called for ■} ’our-powerconference 
ifie oiU'tPcr Titties, amain, Italy 
and Yugoslavia to search for a so­ 
lution of the explosive issue. 
There also was no official reac-1 
tion to Russia’s surprise demand 
at the United Nations that the Se­ 
curity Council quickly name an 
international governor for the en­ 
tire Trieste territory and make it 
independent.

Eisenhower had tangible notice to­ 
day that his farm policies may not 
now be satisfactory to at least one 
vital segment of voters in the agri­ 
cultural Midwest. 
This notice, which came on the 
eve of the President’s departure 
tonight for a seven-day political 
fence-testing tour in farm state 
areas, was a Democratic victory j 
in a special congressional elec­ 
tion in Wisconsin. 
Republicans had made support 
of Eisenhower the chief campaign 
issue in a district never carried 
before by the Democrats. 
Democrat Lester Johnson swept 
to a surprising victory with a 9-7 
margin over Republican 
Arthur 
Padrutt in Wisconsin’s 9th District, 
primarily a farm area. 
In conceding defeat, Padrutt said 
he had stood “ foursquare behind 
President Eisenhower, and I still 
stand there.” He added: 
“ The results show very clearly 
that the farmer and laboring man 
rh net likp the present ad vei n*. 
twn's policies an"* took this oppor­ 
tunity to show their displeasure.” 
Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn), who 
campaigned for Johnson, said the 
result showed “ a general dissat­ 
isfaction with the farm, power 
and money policies of the admin­ 
istration.”

Trieste Issue Seen 
As Top Topic W ith 
British And French 


WASHINGTON iff*—Secretary of 
State Dulles flies to London tonight 
for conferences which may deter­ 
mine the next move by the United 
States and Great Britain in the ex­ 
plosive Trieste dispute with Yugo­ 
slavia. 
U. S. officials said there is 
plenty of time to seek a diplo­ 
matic solution of the issue in the 
face of warlike threats by Yugo­ 
slavia’s Marshal Tito. 
They noted there is no deadline 
for removal of about 7,000 British 
and American troops from Zone A 
and their replacement by Italians. 
Tito has said he will counter the 
shift in occupation troops with 
force. U. S. and British diplomats 
alike said it w'ould be two or three 
months, possibly even longer, be­ 
fore the change is made. 
The State Department insisted 
Dulles’ trip to London for Big Three 
foreign ministers’ talks, although 
it came as a surprise, was not the 
result of any sudden emergency.

COLUMBUS, Ohio ff—The state 
highway director today proposed 
spending 25 million dollars a year 
to build a system of regional ex­ 
pressways which over a long per­ 
iod of time would entirely revamp 
the state road system. 
Director Samuel O. Linzell made 
his proposal in a letter to the new­ 
ly formed State Highway Construc­ 
tion Council, designated by the Leg­ 
islature to oversee Ohio’s highway 
construction and rebuilding pro­ 
gram. 
Linzell would build 30 to 35 miles 
of modern expressway each >ear 
with the 2 million dollars and at 
the same time keep up the regular 
scattered road construction pro­ 
gram which now costs about 46 
million dollars a year. 
“ Unless we adopt something like 
a regional expressway program,” 
Linzell said, “ people will wonder 
what we did with ail the money.” 
He referred to approximately 65 
million dollars a year the construc­ 
tion council will have available for 
roadwork. The new funds came 
from a recent gasoline tax increase 
and the new axle-nule truck tax.

The senator quoted the witness 
as saying he attended meetings of 
the Y'oung Communist League with 
Rosenberg and that Rosenberg so­ 
licited him “ repeatedly” to join 
the Communist Party. 
McCarthy said earlier today that

key in defense against atom bomb 
attacks—‘‘turned up” in Russian- 
| occupied East Berlin and “ wert 
used by the Communists.”

For Employes 


M a n Still Controls 
Efficiency O f Any 
Labor-Saving Gadget

NEW YORK UPI — .A machine 
comes into a factory or office and 
* in a matter of minutes turns out a 
completed job that once took many 
worker 
hours to do. But what 
about the mon and women? Will 
they get other jobs? 
More and more such automatic 
machines will be changing the look 
of factories and also changing the 
kind—and number—of employes. 
One example: A huge broaching 
machine operated by one man can 
pick up an auto engine block in a 
Ford plant in Cleveland, and using 
1,344 tools do a dozen machining 
operations. It can turn out 152 
engine blocks an hour. Plant em­ 
ployes are mostly technicians, job- 
setters, maintenance men. 
Another example: Operating con-, 
trol boards, 12 men can run an oil 
refinery. Without help of instru­ 
ments, it would take 800 men to do 
^ th e work. That would make more 
^jo b s — and the price of gasoline 
would be higher.

example: 
Remington 
Rand has installed in the Chicago 
merchandising office of John Plain 
& Co. a machine called “ distribu­ 
tion” which has the working capa­ 
city of 30,000 adding machines. It 
keeps inventory data current. In 
minutes it can get inventory data

, ^m erly it took scores of clerks a 
*week or more to do it. 
For management the competitive 
advantages of automatic controls 
are real: Speedy production, lower 
labor costs, a minimum of human 
error, a jump on rivals in getting 
trade data.

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STEADY* DOES IT 
TRUTH AND FIRMNESS are strings in 
the free world’s bows that cannot be pluck­ 
ed too often. This is demonstrated anew in 
latest events in the Korean w a r’s after- 
math. 
In New York, where the U. S. showed 
films for UN delegates of American Air 
Force officers repudiating germ warfare 
‘‘confessions” obtained through torture by 
their red captives, the entire Soviet bloc 
boycotted the screening. And in Korea In­ 
dian custodians of anti-repatriation POWS 
have given ground before UN protests 
against coercion of prisoners into listening 
to “ explanations. ’ 
In the grinding ideological war with the 
Communists the U. S. and the West have 
learned a great deal about their adversary. 
To stand up against the deceit and persis­ 
tence of the Communist aggressors h a s 
required retooling of the emotional and 
moral equipment of free men. 
America must never lose its readiness to 
believe the best in all men, for in that con­ 
structive attitude m ay lie the way to 
peace. The dynamism of faith, added to 
truth and resolution, is America’s answer 
to those who would put humanity in 
chains. 


PROSPERITY PROP 
RECORD OF THE CONSTRUCTION in­ 
dustry, which is one of the main props of 
national prosperity, confirms the healthy 
stat of the economy and raises the ques­ 
tion whether even a leveling off of the bus­ 
iness pace is more than temporary. 
During the first nine months of this year 
spending for all types of new construction 
totaled $26 billion, compared to slightly 
more than $24 billion in the same period 
last year. This building volume is holding 
firm. In September n e w construction 
topped September, 1952, by five per cent. 
Construction involves so many expendi­ 
tures for materials, wages and financing 
that it touches and invigorates virtually ev- 
every phase of American enterprise. It is 
when construction languishes that storm 
signals are hoisted and plans are consid­ 
ered to counter employment and business 
losses. 
Judging by somewhat higher r e n t a l s 
which are the major factor in holding up 
the cost of living, many months may pass 
before America catches up with construc­ 
tion. In the meantime the country has a 
sure-fire prosperity stimulant. 


Since Malenkov has become the m aster 
of Russia, he has been'pressing for a Big 
Four Conference. The idea is that Maln- 
kov. Eisenhower, Churchill and Laniel will 
sit down to a talk to review all the prob­ 
lems that face their countries and the world 
and that something will come of it. 
It will be recalled that the first proposal 
for such a conference came from Sir Win­ 
ston Churchill and the place set was Ber­ 
muda'. Churchill bcame ill, F ra n c e ’s gov­ 
ernment fell and the Bermuda Conference 
aid not take place. 
The American government was never 
anxious that it should take place and pro­ 
posed, instead, that the foreign ministers 
of the four countries talk things over. This 
has not happened. 
Three reasons move our government to 
go slowly into this type of negotiation: 
1. We have nothing to gain because the 
Russians have no concessions to make, no 
m atter how the situation is analyzed. On 
the other hand, the United States has sev­ 
eral concessions to make which can only 
benefit and strengthen S o v i e t Russia. 
Therefore such a negotiation can give the 
impression of American appeasem ent of 
Soviet Russia; 
2. Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam have be­ 
come landm arks in American diplomacy 
and continue to plague the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration as they did the Trum an Ad­ 
ministration. So much that was wrong was 
done at these conferences that practically 
everybody associated with them has suffer­ 
ed politically because of them. The Am er­ 
ican theory, therefore, is that conferences 
on the level of heads of states are disad­ 
vantageous; it is preferable to negotiate 
through foreign ministers or in the United 
Nations; 
3. The issues before the world are well 
known, have been fully canvassed and the 
attitude is each country is clear. The prin­ 
cipal objective must be peace. To be sure 
of peace, the use of non-conventional w ea­ 
pons, the hydrogen and atom bombs, 
chemical warfare, biologic warfare and 
guided missiles must be abandoned. Other­ 
wise, the a rm am en t race will continue and 
must result in war. But this issue, the 
Russians are apparently not prepared to 
resolve in a m anner that can strengthen 
confidence. 
A non-aggression pact is inadequate; be­ 
tween 1925 and the present, Soviet Russia 
has made many non-aggression p a c t s 
which were broken at will. Therefore, the 
negotiation would be futile unless some 
guarantees were provided 
which could 
prove binding. 
On the other hand, the United States is 
embarrassed by pressure for such a m et­ 
ing on the part of Great Britain, France 
and the neutral nations led by India. The 
em barrassm ent mounts as the leadership 
of the Democratic Party, Harry Truman 
and Adlai Stevenson, presses for such ne­ 
gotiations. 
It could become an issue in the 1954 Con­ 
gressional campaign and the q u e s t i o n 
could well be asked: “ What will it hurt to 
met Malenkov? If the meeting is a failure, 
it was a good try; if peace comes from it, 
it would be a godsend.”

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Bone Pain That M ay Be Serious 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
BODY-BRUISING sports or ac­ 
tual bone injury from falls or ac­ 
cidents were believed to be the 
primary causes of bone cancer. 
In a few cases, such Injuries may 
be a contributing cause. 
In many instances, however, 
the growth is not the result of in ­ 
jury. Many cancers will travel 
from the blood stream to other 
organs and settle in the bones. 
Two types of cancer that are 
particularly prone to do this are 
cancer of the fem ale breasts and 
cancer of the male prostate. How­ 
ever, tumors that begin in the 
bone itself are very rare. 
Need for Early Detection 
As is the case with any cancer 
process, the sooner it is detected, 
the better the chance for cure. 
Therefore, cancer of the bone 
needs rapid and early discovery 
in order to help the person su f­ 
fering from this disease. 
One of the first sym ptom s is a 
recurrent, variable pain which 
may be Interm ittent or steady in 
the bone. It is very significant if 
this pain occurs while the per­ 
son is at rest. When the legs are 
involved, the first symptom that 
may appear, even before the pain, 
is a limp. 
Once persistent pain occurs, 
significant inform ation can usu­ 
ally bf1 obtained bv the taking of 


an X-ray. It will reveal an early 
tumor, if one is present. 
Routine Tests 
In certain types of bone tumors, 
a test of the urine or blood done 
routinely may be the first indica­ 
tion of the presence of a tumor. 
In taking a chest X-ray, the 
physician may som etim es spot a 
growth which can have its origin 
in the bone. This occurrence is 
not too infrequent. 
It is important th at any person 
with persistent bone, joint or 
muiicle pain, occurring even when 
the involved leg, arm or other 
part of the body is at rest, should 
have a complete exam ination of 
the bone, especially including an 
X-ray. 
Persons must be taught to avoid 
the lag in time between the first 
symptoms and consultation with 
a physician. It is believed that, in 
this way, many cases of bone tu­ 
mors could be corrected early, 
before they reach the stage where 
medical and surgical care are of 
no avail. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mr. G. C : I have heard that the 
sulfa drugs can affect the re­ 
productive glands of men. Is this 
true? 
Answer: No, In fact, the sulfa 
drugs are helpful in clearing up 
infections of these glands when 
th«v occur in men.

All the talk about his un­ 
popularity relates to groups out­ 
side the state and a few uninflu­ 
ential recalcitrant men within it, 
men who have been thwarted in 
seeking their objectives. 
Two facts tend to strengthen 
the opinion that Dewey is think­ 
ing hard about it. First, it will 
be remembered that he persuad­ 
ed President Eisenhower to de­ 
part from his announced faith in 
private enterprise and to support 
the Dewey idea of developing the 
Niagara River under state man­ 
agement 
The President had no 
use fo** the proposition that the 
job should be done under F ederal 
control; and most New Yorkers 
expected he would back the plan 
for five power companies to do 
the work.

WHEN his own water supply ran 
low this week, Hassebrock prompt­ 
ly cut a willow twig and went to 
work. In a field so barren and dry 
that dust billowed upward in a 
cloud as you walked through the 
dry vegetation, he started hunting 
for water. 
Tliis 
reporter 
watched 
him, 
walking back and forth, back and 
/orth. I’ll admit I was speptical. 
Presently the twig 
he hald so 
tightly in his hands started to 
away. Another step and it took a 
nose-dive for the earth, pointing 
straight 
downward. 
Hassebrock 
circled the area, several 
times. 
Each time he got over the spot, 
the 
twig 
took 
a 
nose-dive. 
I 
watched his hands. I’U take an 
oath he never moved a muscle. 
However, the twig dipped violently 
earthward each time he reached a 
marked area.

“A VEIN of water is right here.” 
he said, and dug his heel deep Into 
the hard, baked earth. 
“Got any idea how deep the vein 
might be?” I questioned. 
For answer he cut another twig 
from a willow growing in a road­ 
side ditch. The stick was about two 
feet long, straight as an arrow.

horizontal position. Suddenly the 
stick started to move, back and 
forth,

said, and grinned at my consterna­ 
tion. “I’ll prove it to you if you’ll 
come back in a day or two,” he 
saki. 
Today I went back. A bulldozer 
had scraped a trench at the spot 
he said they would find wrater. At 
eight feet down, the driver sud­ 
denly found himself in a mud pud­ 
dle. He had a job getting his ma­ 
chine out of the trench. The water, 
clear and cold, came bubbling up 
and soon the trench had barrels of 
water covering Its bottom. 
Uncanny? Possibly, but this man 
can find water with a twig. He’ll 
prove it to you. He said he found 
out quite by accident that he could 
“witch” water when he was a boy 
of 15. He’s never dug a bad well. 
I took the same stick, walked 
over the same terrain, back and 
forth. He showed me how to grip 
the stick. You guessed it. I wasn't 
a water witch.

said vve couldn’t take pictures. We 
argued that the tourist bureau had

gize. The crow d seem ed to m arvel 
that w e got aw ay with it. 
From what J could see, Musco­ 
vites 
spend

hours waiting ib line. Just for the 
experience, I qu sued up w ith them

bagels— 
ch eese, which was tasty, and can­ 
dy, which was ver^ rubbery. For 
each of the three iusm s, I had to 
line up three tim es. 
First, you line up 
to find out 
what they’re selling a od for how 
m uch. Then you line up to get a 
purchase ticket from the cashier. 
That’s when you pay. '/Then you 
get in a third line to tfet what 
yon just paid for. 
A ller dark, I saw m any Rus­ 
sians return to slum hom es, hidden 
behind an ill-kept facade of mas- j 
sive buildings. I looked into lighted 
windows on people living four or 
five to one dreary room.

U niversity a gleam ing, im perious I 
monolith atop Lenin Hills. It looked

ting in two years of voluntary labor 
in the construction of the school, 
opened last month.

WASHINGTON I* — The year 
1953 is now 9‘a months old. What 
ha\o, those 
months brought the 
world in the way of peace? Only 
one tangible thing: the cease-fire 
in Korea, 
But there is no certainty that 
even a Korean peace conference 
can be held—which is typical of 
the uncertainty about 
peace 
in 
general—so great is the division 
between East and West. 
There has been much talk of 
peace, of course, in both East and 
West 
The diplomats have made 
proposals and maneuvers. So far, 
nothing But the year was not with­ 
out at least one surprise, hope, 
shock, and shift in mood. 
The 
surprise 
Stalin s 
death, 
March 6. The hope: that his suc­ 
cessor, Malenkov, might change 
tactics, sepk peace. The shock: 
Russia’s revelation of its progress 
in making a hydrogen bomb. The 
shift in mood: a greater sense of 
urgency in the West in finding 
peaceful solution? before hydrogen 
war began. 
When Malenkov took over, the 
world held its breath Peace with 
stubborn Stalin had been impos­ 
sible. He stood like stone against 
the West, apparently incapable of 
change. Would Malenkov be dif­ 
ferent? 
Malenkov seemed 
to hint 
he 
might be in a speech March 15: 
“ There is no dispute . . . that 
cannot be settled peacefully . . .” 
By mid-October it was hard to 
see where hr differed from Stalin. 
President Eisenhower's attitude 
toward Mali akov from the start 
was ‘ ShovN me 
In an April 16 
speech he told the Russians to 
demonstrate by deeds, 
not just 
words, that they meant peace. 
As an example he cited the No. 
I European problem, divided Ger­ 
many, which this country wants 
to see united. Russia controls the 
Eastern zone. West Germany not 
only is pro-West but is getting 
ready to join West Europe’s army. 
Before long, in June and Sep­ 
tember, the Russians were to suf­ 
fer humiliating setbacks in both 
parts of Germany. In June East 
Germans rioted, showing how they 
felt toward their Communist mas­ 
ters. 
On 
Sept, 
6 
West 
Germany’s 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, pro­ 
t e s t and anti-Russian and great 
advocate of a reunated Germany, 
won an overwhelming reelection 
despite Communist attempts to tor­ 
pedo him. 
If the Russians e \e r had any 
notion of letting East Germany 
slip from their grasp 
the^e two 
demonstrations of how Germans. 
East and West, felt toward Mos 


cow probably hardened them into 
keeping Germany split. 
In July the foreign ministers 
of Britain and France journeyed 
to Washington to confer with Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles on prob-1 
lems involving the Communists. 
Out of this meeting came a pio- 
posal to Moscow: Let Germany be 
relinked, let the Germans have 
free elections, plus other stops. 
Notes were exchanged with Mon 
cow,Along notes, with long delays 
between replies.

On Aug. 9 Malenkov 
said the monopoly w as over, On 
Aug. 19 the Russians announced 
a hydrogen explosion, confirmed 
j by this government, years before 
some American experts thought 
possible. 
And within the past week Trieste 
became a danger spot when Yugo­ 
slavia’s Tito threatened to attack 
any Italian troops permitted to en­ 
ter the zone of Trieste now oc­ 
cupied by American and British 
troops.

And Russia, from which Yugo 
slavia split when Tito refused to 
knuckle under to Stalin, backed up 
Tito with warnings against letting 
the Italians have the port city of 
Trieste.

player yesterday 
when

nounced the purchase of Vie Power 
and Elston Howard from their Kan­ 
sas City farm club of the Ameri­ 
can Assn. The pair, together with 
six other hopefuls from Kansas City 
and Birmingham, will join the par­ 
ent club at the spring ’raining camp 
in St. Petersburg, Fla., next Feb­ 
ruary. 
A great deal of attention will be 
placed on the pair, especially Pow­ 
er, who was 
regarded 
in 
some 
quarters as 
ready 
for 
the 
big 
leagues as far back as 1952. Power, 
23, is a strong right-handed hitter 
who led the American Assn. in bat­ 
ting this season. 
Besides 
hitting 
.349 the infielder-outfielder 
paced 
the circuit with 217 hits 
and 324 
total bases. 
Howard, 22, although not as ro­ 
bust a batter as Power, is regard­ 
ed by several Yankee 
scouts 
as 
the better player. He is an out­ 
fielder, is fast, has a fine arm and 
is a ballhawk. He batted .286 in 139 
games. 
Power's outstanding work in the 
minors put the Yankees very much 
on the spot early last spring. They 
never had a Negro player on their 
roster and rumors spread that they 
never intended to have one. De­ 
spite the

Power, Yankee General Manager 
George Weiss stoutly 
maintained 
the young Negro was not ready. 
“ I won t be pressured into bring­ 
ing up any player too soon,” he 
said. “The Yankees are eager to 
have a Negro player but they are 
not going to bring one up for ex­ 
ploitation.”
